Claims allowed are: 19-24. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention is drawn to a metliod for screening compounds for tlieir 
ability to activate or suppress ABIN dependent NF-kB inhibition. Applicants used the 
two-hybrid assay and co-immunoprecipitation assay to detect the interaction of A20 
(compound) and ABIN. Further, Applicants are in possession of two novel proteins ABIN 
(SEQ ID N0:2) and ABIN2 (SEQ ID N0:6) that they have shown to bind A20 and found 
consensus SEQ ID N0:9. Moreover, Applicants localized the A20 binding domain to be 
in the C-terminal portion of the ABIN protein.
